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Royal borough gowned council of the year in local government awards 


GREENWICH has been named 
as the best local authority in the 
country. 

The royal borough won Council of 
the Year at the prestigious annual 
awards of the Local Government 
Chronicle, the respected public 
sector magazine. 

Judges at last Wednesday’s event 
said that “excellent planning and 
brave decision-making” had led the 
royal borough through a historic 
year in 2012. 

They said Greenwich “combined a 
long-term sustainable strategy with 
successful delivery across a wide 
range of areas.” 

And they were impressed with 


the council’s focus on growth and 
investment, and its work with those 
hit by the benefit cap. 

The news ends a remarkable year 
which saw Greenwich become the 
first borough to gain royal borough 
status in 80 years, while its role 
as a host borough for the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games also put 
Greenwich on the global stage. 

The royal borough was singled out 
for praise of how policy decisions, 
strong leadership and shrewd 
financial management had helped 
secure front-line services and create 
new opportunities for residents in 
the face of recession.

Charge neighbours to park here 


DESPITE the increase 
in traffic congestion 
around the Eltham 
High Street area, it’s 
nice to know that 
parking is still viable 
in many nearby roads 
for a minimum charge 
or, even for free. Since 
January, it has become 
increasingly apparent 
that we are being 
joined by widespread 
commuter parking, 
especially around 
the Falconwood BR 
station, Old Rochester 
Way and Welling Way 
area. The gradual 
creep towards Eltham 



is becoming apparent 
now that train fares 
have shot up. So can 
I suggest a reciprocal 
charge for these Bexley 
and Kent commuters 
for the day-long 
parking which clogs 
up our roads? Or at the 


very least, maximum 
free parking time 
in the areas listed? 
When you travel to 
neighburing boroughs 
you are forced to pay 
for parking, often 
hundreds of metres 
from train stations. 

The ideal solution 
would be maximum 
parking times, say 
three hours? That 
would service the 
community, but deter 
parking by commuters.

The royal borough joins 
bid to help cut energy bills 


A CHANCE to cut the cost of ever- 
soaring energy bills is being offered 
to people living in the borough. 

Greenwich has joined with 17 other 
London boroughs and the London 
councils organisation to launch an 
initiative to ‘bulk buy’ from the 
energy companies. 

With such a huge number of 
customers, the group will 
have greater bargaining 
power than they would 
as individuals. This 
means that together 
they hope to persuade 
energy companies to 
compete to offer their 
best prices. 

The scheme is called 
the Big London Energy 
Switch, and people are 
being invited to register for 
it. The more people who join, 
the greater their buying power, 
and the lower the price that may be 
offered. 

Anyone who pays an electricity or gas 
bill, including those on pre-payment 



(key) meters, is able to register. Once 
they have signed up, they are not under 
an obligation to take part in the scheme, 
but they will be provided with the option 
of changing energy supplies if the deal 
offered is right for them. 

Savings depend on how much energy 
is used, and the current price 
paid. There is no guarantee 
everyone who registers will 
save money, but similar 
schemes have produced 
an annual saving 
of between £60 and 
£200 per household. 
It is estimated that 
325,000 homes in the 
17 boroughs are in 
fuel poverty, which 
means more than 10 
per cent of income is 
spent on electricity and 
gas. But up to 1.75million 
households could be helped 
to get a better energy deal. 

Thousands of Londoners have 
already registered their interest. Cllr 
Harry Singh, the royal borough’s cabinet 
member for Greener Greenwich, said: 



“The Big London Energy Switch provides 
an exciting opportunity for Greenwich 
residents to use the strength of the 
community to get a better energy deal. It 
is yet another way the council is tackling 
the causes of fuel poverty by improving 
the affordability of electricity and gas to 


households, making sure they are able to 
keep warm and safe.”

One hour to save the planet 


GREENWICH'S main council 
buildings will be plunged 
into darkness for an hour 
on Saturday (March 23) 
when the royal borough 
takes part in a global show 
of strength for energy- 
saving. 

At 8.30pm hundreds of 
millions of people will turn 
off their lights for one hour 
all at the same time across 
the world in a symbolic 
show of support for action 
to protect the planet.

Love Where You Live aims to inspire, encourage and 
enable us to make where we live, work and play the kind of place we really 
want it to be. GT finds out how residents of all ages can play their part. . . 


B IN it or bag it and take it home. 

That’s the advice from the 
council’s environment staff who are 
urging residents to help them keep 
the streets of Greenwich clean and 
green, 

It’s all part of the new Love Where You 
Live campaign, launched by the Keep 
Britain Tidy charity and supported by the 
council. 

The presence of litter, dog mess and 
rubbish on our streets is not only 
unsightly - it can be a health hazard and 
make people feel their neighbourhood is 
neglected and unsafe. 

Last year royal borough staff swept 
over 750,000 km of roads and pavements 
and they removed 5,500 tonnes of rubbish 
from our streets and estates. But the best 
way of keeping our borough clean, safe 
and green is to reduce the amount of 
rubbish that ends up the streets, estates 
and parks in the first place. 

The vast majority of residents and 
businesses want to help look after the 
environment and they expect action to be 
taken when people don’t. The council has 
issued a record number of fixed penalty 
notices for environmental offences in the 
last year with 1,794 people receiving fines. 

If you are passionate about helping to 
look after your neighbourhood, you can 
become an environment champion. 

The royal borough offers all champions 
clean-up kits which include a litter picker, 
high visibility garments, rubbish sacks, 
anti-graffiti wipes, gloves and personal 
ashtrays. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for 
environment and community safety said: 
“Greenwich is a special place to live. 
People who volunteer to remove graffiti 
or to tidy up their neighbourhoods have 
played a big part in helping achieve this.

THE following cases were brought by 
the royal borough against people who 
trashed local areas. 


AN Abbey Wood man lost his transit van 
when he was found guilty of fly-tipping. 
John King of Thistlebrook Road, had to 
forfeit the blue transit tipper van worth 
£4,800 after a court case in March last 
year. 

He had pleaded guilty to four offences 
of fly-tipping after piles of household 
waste and building rubble was found dumped 
on the highway. 


POLICE from the Abbey Wood Safer 
Neighbourhood team were on routine patrol 
when they noticed four dogs off the lead near 
a children's playground where dogs off the 
lead is not permitted. 

Their owner Gavin Young failed to have his 
dogs on a lead and was clearly unable to 
control them. 

Enforcement officers took statements and 
four fixed penalty notices were issued. 

As they were not paid, the legal team 
proceeded with a prosecution and in October 
last year the defendant pleaded guilty to 
various offences to do with dog control and 
was fined £150. 


A MAN who failed to provide a waste carriers 
licence on two occasions was fined £800 last 
October. 

Robert Collins was stopped in a transit flatbed 
truck by police and found to be transporting 
waste. He failed to provide a waste carriers 
licence or to pay a fixed penalty notice. He 
pleaded guilty to two charges in court and 
was fined £400 for each offence and £400 
towards prosecution costs.

How to love where you live 


• Dispose of litter properly 
and encourage others to do the 
same. Use a litter bin, or better still, 
take your litter home and recycle it. 

• Smokers can use a personal ashtray, or 
'Stubbi'. Many litter bins now have built-in 
ashtrays too. Otherwise, they should stub out 
their cigarette and put it in the bin when it's 
fully extinguished. Cigarette ends are litter 
and people have been fined for dropping 
them. 

• Bag your doggy waste and dispose of it in 
any general litter bin or take it home to put in 
your blacktop bin. The royal borough has dog 
control orders in place and has issued fines to 
people who did not pick up after their dogs. 

• If you use bags rather than wheelie bins, 
leaving bags of household rubbish on the 
street overnight increases the chance of them 
being split open. Refuse collection starts at 
6am so if you are an early riser it helps to put 
your bags out on the morning of collection 
rather than the night before. Call the Contact 
Centre to see if you are eligible for a container 
for your waste. 

• Make use of the special collection service 


tor unwanted bulky items. Call the Contact 
Centre or take them to the Reuse and Recycle 
Centre in Nathan Way, Thamesmead. If you 
put out furniture or similar items on the 
street without booking a time for collection it 
constitutes fly-tipping and the royal borough 
will take action against people that do this. 

• Beware of other people that offer to take 
your rubbish away for you. Unlicensed waste 
carriers are often the cause of fly-tipping and 
householders are responsible for ensuring 
that anyone who takes their waste away has 
a licence. 

• If you see anyone dumping rubbish, you 
can call the Contact Centre to provide us with 
more information so we can take further 
action. 

We will need to know: the date, time and 
location, type of rubbish, and details of the 
vehicle, including the registration number as 
well as details and descriptions of the people 
dumping the rubbish.

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# IT might be a good idea to 
take a deep breath before 
reading about poet-singer 
Louisa Le Marchand and 
her incomparable project, 
Global Fusion Music & Arts. 

We might even have to resort to 
bullet points to cover the scope of the 
operation. Here goes... 

“We started in 2001 but prior to that 
we were promoting world music in 
the Wine Cellar in Woolwich,” said 
Louisa, who also plays sax and a mean 
blues harp. “We then started working 
in schools and realised the four of us 
needed an organisation as a focal point 
for the activities. 

“We formed the Fusion Factory, a 
world music band, Kaz Kasozi, Gill 
Swan, Sukh Saini and I, back in 2000 
and made an album ‘Opiate Rhythms’. 
We also had a Nigerian dancer, a 
Japanese backing singer, a Portuguese 
percussionist and an Israeli bass player. 
People called us the United Nations of 
Music and we played all over the UK 
and in Paris supporting Papa Wemba 
in front of 5,000 people - great gig!” 

As well as working in schools GFMA 
puts on monthly festival events 
at Charlton House, which include 
Refugee Day, International Women’s 
Day, St George’s Day. Africa Day and 
Black History Month, attracting the 
likes of top draws Julie Felix, Martin 
Carthy and Gordon Giltrap. 

The project, based at Louisa’s home 
in Charlton, receives no funding but 
is applying for charitable status, and 
they hope to move to bigger premises 
as soon as they can. 

“We also train young unemployed 
people in film production,” said 
62-year-old Louisa. “A while ago we

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worked on the Ferrier Estate with 
Thomas Tallis school and produced 
a couple of wonderful films, even 
though it was a bit precarious at 
times. The young people we worked 
with were amazing and you can see 
the films on GFMATV on YouTube. 

“They wrote the script themselves, 
they filmed it and acted in it, edited 
it and did the music, and they even 
presented the film at the end of the 
project. It was a lovely project and 
we’re keen to do more of them. 

“We’ve also done lots of projects at 
Cherry Orchard primary school, where 
Gill Swan worked as deputy head, and 
at Willow Dene, a school in Plumstead 
- where the teachers are brilliant - and 
also with Charlton Triangle Homes, 
who have been great to us by giving 
us lots of support.” Louisa is from the 
West Country, Salisbury, and came to 
London to promote her own career as 
a poet-singer. 

“That didn’t work out so well then, 
but later in life I had much more 
success with ‘Jazzmoss’ a band 
which had a great line-up including 
Art Theman, Henry Lowther and 
Trevor Tomkins and we toured the 
UK, fantastic band, nice tour. I would 
like to do more with Jazzmoss,” she 
said, “but it was great to end up in 
Greenwich in 1995. I absolutely love 
the place and I’ve never been happier 
than I have been here. 

“I feel really privileged to be doing 
this, even though I don’t get paid. It’s 
wonderful to meet all the different 
artists but just as important are the 
people who say how much these social 
events mean to their lives.”

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
